Reorganization ol the British Army. 



Mb Cabdwkll's measure for tho com- 
plete reorganization of tho British Army 
hue been laid bofore the Honse of Com- 
mons and it has beon reoiived with an 
amount of favor which must have been 
quite unexpected. The Commons receiv- 
ed it warmly ; and the Press praiies 
it and thinks it will add materially 
to the strength of GladhtoNk's Ministry, 
at a momont when it stood in Bomo need 
of strengthening. .Lot as seo what 
this scheme whioh has been rooeived 
with so much favor is. A fundamental 
principle in it is tho abolition of the old 
and pernicious purchase system. Com- 
missions are to bo thrown open to the 
whole people. Every man who enters the 
ranks may aspire to command a regi- 
ment. Efflcioncy instead of cash — u 
soldier, instead ol five hundred pounds 
will take command. CommiBSionB will 
be granted only to three olaBsea : 
those who have won them by 
competitive examination, those who 
have served as snbalterns in tho 
Militia for two years, and deserving 
non-commissioned officers. Promotioo 
will, op to the rank of Captain, bo re- 
gulated by Beiiiority.abovo that grado by 
selection. It is not eaBy to fully graBp 
the importanco.the practical results of 
this change. Under the purchaso sys- 
tem there was but little to encourage 
the common Boldier. Ooco iu the ranks 
always in the ranks. The range of 
tho aspiratiouB of the most Ambitious 
wiB|practically bounded by three stripee, 
or.at most, the rank of color-sergeant. 
Let him be nevor bo well up in drill, 
proficient with arms, bravo in notion, 
he was doomed to spend his days in 
the ranks ; and, worso than all, he 
must take his orders from those who 
but too frequently had little to re- 
commend them but bluo blood in their 
veins and gold iu tl eir pockets. It is 
obvious that tho tendonoy of such a sys- 
tem must bo inimical to the etBcionoy of 
the army. It was calculated to doter 
men of ambition, tho best material for 
soldiers, from omering the army, and 
it was calculated to make lifeless drones 
of thoio who did onter — to lower tho 
moral tone and martial spirit, tho esprit 
de corps of tbe army. Under the new 
system all this will bo changed. There 
will be a definite and attainable reward 
of merit placed before every Boldier Good 
conduot and bravory may now win 
the epaulets and gold lace. Merit, not 
money, will now be commissioned. Tho 
application of this principle to tbe Bri- 
tish army eannot fail to exert a mo&t 
potent and highly beneficial inflaonoo. 
In order to accomplish tbe abolition of 
tho purchaso eyatom Iho nation cheer- 
fully undertakes to provido eight mil- 
lions sterling with which to buy all 
commistiioiu) a* they full in, at thoir re- 
gulation and ovL'f-rogulation value. 
Provision ia made by which officors of 
tho regular array may hold command 
in the Militia of the dialiiet in which 
their regimonts recruit ; and the two 
Borvicos aro bound together by tho ap- 
pointment of* a Sto If Colonel to ouch 
Bub-district, who will control all auxil- 
iary forces, but obey tho distriut 
General in command. The Rejrulsrn aud 
the Militia will, in fact, form two branches 
of the same organitation, oiul will ba sup* 
ported by tho Volunteers, who are to be 
placed under the same Si nil Colonel and to 
be thereby tempted to attmn increased etli- 
oieDoy and to be brigaded occasionally with 
Rogulars. Militia reoruits will also enjoy 
theadvaniage of ueinj; drilled in tbe fir t 
insianoe with tho Regulars. The measure 
proposes to increaso tho Artillery from !8U 
guna to 33G, and lo keep 108.000 Regulars 
in the United Kingdom ; to mso the Mili- 
tia to 139.000 men, who will be required 
during tho first year to undergo a much 
longer drill limn has hitherto been iruposed.

Second Reserves; 14.000 Yeomanry and 
30.000 Pensioners, there, will be an armed

The ataamei Otter returned yesterday 
from Hkoena, calliDg at the following 
places." Nans, Port Simpson, Bella Bella, 
Bill* Colli, Fort Rupert, Alert Bay, Oomos 
and Nanaimo. Sbo reached Bttaeon on 
Wednesday morning tho 29chMurcu with the 
barge Minnie and the pasfiengors, numbering 
120, were landed. It blew a Btrong SE gale 
nil that day and the freight oould not be 
got ashore till next day. 

Some of tne miners who went up last trip 
had loft thesteambeat landing but had only 
got up tho river some 30 miles, where they 
were stopped by the ice. 

Peter Cargotitch was 6ned S670 by Mr 
Dupoan for selling liquor to Indians at the 
month of Sk«eo». 

John Collins of the aloop Native was ar- 
rested at Naas lor a similar oHonca cummitfc- 
ed about a year ago. and takeu to Metla- 
kabtla for trial. The result was not pro- 
nounced when the Otter left. 

There is no other news from Skeena. It 
was expected the river would opon in o few 
days when all the minors would start np. 

Tb* Otter brought down six of the crew of 
the Schooner Roecoe. She ran on a icef in 
the dark ueai Kliwock, Alaska, but waa 
got off again and taken mto ToRga3, where 
she now lies. 

The Otter experienced very rough wea- 
ther on the trip up. She w,m detained four 
boors at Rupert and aboat 12 hours at 
Niwltti by strong 3W galee. The Grappler 
was met at * o'clock ou 1 hursduy afternoon 
•bout one hour out ol Naunirao. Sins got fonr 
passengers tbere.

ported that ' the United Suites intend taking 
prompt action about the piotection of the Fiji 
-groap, and will very shortly fcavo a innn-ot- 

war stationed there, and institute a court to 
which people of all nationalites may appeal.' 
Thakomban was at war with theRcwa chiefs, 
and a number of petty engagements had taken 
place'. The Earl of Pembroke was at ^Livuka 
with his yacht, and had entertained the resi- 
dents and been entortained in return. In n 
speseb to the white settlers he advised them 
to establish a government of their own and

Versailles, April'*— A New York special 
dispatch from Paris dated yesterday suys the 
National Insurgents hare eommoaeed passing 
out of the Neuilly gate, in all about 60.000, 
Uorget.Flourens and Menoth 6>arib»ldi in com- 
mand. It was understood that Valerian would 
not fire, bit about six o'olock when the artil- 
lery was all in front and liorget in advance 
with 10.000, Palsrion opened fire killing the 
Commandant. Gen Borget bad just got out 
of his carriage when tb* vehicle was smashed 
by a bombshell. The wildest scene ensued. 
The troops triad to retreat and th< main body 
left Borget alone with 10.000 men. He tried 
to Ggbt bis field artillery against tho fort but 
it was useless. Tbe Communist Government 
got back into the city. Borget and his men 
were cut off and cannot pass Valerian. Tbe 
main body escaped with the loss of 1000. 
Borget must loeo large numbers although tbeia 
are 12.000 killed, wounded and missing. In- 
cluding Borget's force the Communist troops 
under Klorens number 150.000. 

London, April 5— It is rumored that 20.000 
Nationals have entersd Versailles. The report 
ig considered doubtful. 

The effective strength of the Communists is 
120.000 men and 200 gnus. 

The following details from before Paris- 
have been received ; Borget commanded the 
right wing with Flourens behind, Duval in tho 
centro and Hudson on the left.
